Another Industry. 


Marble of excellent quality has been 


discovered near the Mound House, on 
tbe line of the wagon road to Virginia 
City, says the Carson Tribune; also, 
gypsum in lurp-f qii int'tiPs. lint, like 
most othpr disci vcj.n-s in l^yvniin, n 
permitted to reuiaiu unutilized. Why 
it is ao cannot be told, but that it is so 
is an indisputable fact. By way of re- 
sponse to the foregoing, we will state 
that marble from the same quarry was 
utilized in this city over twenty years 
ago in the manufacture of soda, and 
would be yet, only that cheaper and 
better materials are made available. 
Moreover, our marble workers pros- 
pected the quarry many years ago and 
found the marble of too poor a quality 
for practical use. Good marble is plen- 
tiful in California, as well as iu this 
State. As to the gypsum, there are nu- 
merous beds of it found througho ut the 
State, and some of them may be utilized 
as a fertilizing agent when our rich 
sagebrush lands become impoverished. 


Two Pacing; Kveitlu. 


Several of the fastest pacing horses in 


California will contest for purses at the 
State Fair in Beno and the JOUBKAL 
predicts two of the best races ever wit- 
nessed in the State. The horses are 
Shaker, Prince, Nevada, Pochahontas, 
Fairmount and Fred Aokermaii, and 
each one of them has a record down 
close to 2:20. 
They will pace at Keno 


on Tuesday and, Saturday of the Fair 
week, mile beata, best three in five, for 
$800, and tbe person who can'guess tbe 
winners will find that his trip to tbe Fair 
will not cost him a cant.

A Decline in Wool. 


London advices represent the Austra- 


lian wool trade in a very unpromising 
condition. The drop in price exceeds- 
25 per cent, from last year, representing 
nearly $4,000,000. Tbe decline is at- 
tributed to tbe increase of product on 
the river Platte, in South America, 
wool consigned direct to continental 
consumers, and largely to tbe bnga 
adulteration of the raw material with 
•boddy.

The Hutro Tunnel Water. 


With regard to tbe original idea of 


Adolpb Sutro of utilizing the water 
flowing from the Sutro Tnnnel as a mo- 
tive power to drive mills for the redac- 
tion of ores passed through in driving 
the tunnel to the Comstook lode, a gen- 
tleman familiar with all the points of 
the situation gives the following reliable 
particulars to the Carson Index : Tbe 
fall from the mouth of the tunnel 
to the head or west end of Florence 
avanue, in the town of Sutro, is about 
seventy feet ; the fall from the tunnel 
mouth to the Carson river is something 
over 168 feet. The water pressure re- 
quired to drive the Leffell wheel at the 
Eureka mill is a fall of thirty-nine feet. 
With that fall flve forty-stamp mills 
could bo erected between the mouth of 
the tunnel and tLe river, with a total 
ciushing power of 600 tons in twenty- 
four hours 
The ledge of low-grade ore 


cut through in driving the tunnel is 
between 400 and 500 feet m width and 
gives an average assay of nearly $5 per 
ton. The building of trestles for flumes 
and tracks, and the construction of the 
nulls will begin next Spring, 


Artesian Tools. 


The experiment made by the Central 


Pacific Railroad Company in sinking or 
boring a very deep artesian well at 
White Plains cost just $75,000, over a 
third of which was for tools. Nothing 
has been moved away, nnd ths Enter- 
prise correctly assumes that it seems a 
pity that the company cannot be in- 
duced to try it somewhere else in the 
State. The chances are, however, that 
the tools will be for sale and machinery 
sold or sent off. There is a lot of fine 
pipe four and five inches in diameter, 
and 500 feet of eight-inch pipe in the 
hole that never pan be got out. The 
well is within four and a half feet of 
being 2,350 feet deep. Most of the 
tools at tbe well are very costly, many 
being used for fishing up things that 
came loose in the well. They are patent- 
ed and have to be bought East.
